Theodore Roosevelt 
next Wednesday will *1* liver an ad­ 
dr* ss dedicating the historical grounds 
as a state park. 
A tract of twenty-two acres, the sujv- 
posed scene of the battle of Osawato­ 
mie, was purchased some time ago by 
the W om en’s R elief corps of the K an­ 
sas G. A. it., and given to the state. 
It will be called the John Brown park. 
The programme of tho dedication 
w ill cover two days, Aug. 30 and Aug.

"T h e charge that the present tariff 
is responsible for the increase in the 
prices of necessities is demonstrably 
false, because the high prices, with 
very few’ exceptions, affect articles in 
the tariff upon which there was no in­ 
crease in rates or in respect to which 
there was a substantial reduction. 
“ Perhaps more important than any 
one feature of the operative part of 
the tariff law is that section which en­ 
ables the executive to appoint a tariff 
commission or board to secure the 
needed 
information for 
the 
proper 
amendment and perfection of the law. 
“ Again, the present law in its cor­ 
poration tax imposes a new kind of 
tax which has many of the merits of 
an income tax. 
It is one of the most 
useful and important changes in our 
revenue laws, as the future w ill show. 
In spite of the criticism s heaped upon 
it at its passage, no party responsible 
for revenues or anxious to retain ev­ 
ery means of legitimate supervision of 
corporations w ill repeal it. 


Interstate Commerce Amendment.

Census 
Returns 
Show 
Decreasing 
Number of Births. 


Washington, 
Aug. 
29.— If 
Colonel 
Theodore 
Roosevelt still seems dis­ 
u s e d to take a crack at Am ericans 
for race suicide he will find plenty 
material because the census figures 
which are being compiled here show 
that the birth rate has dwindled to 
a great extent in the past ten years. 
Government 
statisticians, 
who 
are 
working with the figures turned in 
during 
th** 
census 
taking, 
say 
the 
signs show a big growth in race sui­ 
cide. 
The natural increase in popula­ 
tion from 1900 to 1910 was about 5,- 
000,000 as against 14.000,000 between 
the years 1890 and 1900. 
This deduction is made on the esti­ 
mate that the 1910 census will show a 
population of 90,000,000, an increase of 
14,000,000 since 1900. 
However, it is 
estimated that included in this 14,000,- 
OOO are 9,000,000 immigrants thus leav­ 
ing only 5,000,000 that were born in 
th* decade. 
Using the same method 
of calculation it is estimated that 14,- 
OOO.OuO were born in the decade be­ 
tween 189«i and 1900. 
It is well known 
that the birth rate in foreign families 
is much higher than in American, so 
that figuring finely it would appear 
that not more than 2,000,000 babies 
have been born in the United States 
in typical Am erican families in the 
past ten years. 
In New York city and in other con­ 
gested centers it is estimated that the 
birth rate in foreign families is over 
75 per cent higher than in American 
families. 
Pursuing this trend of rea­ 
soning even further it would appear 
that some day real Am erican families 
w ill be extinct while the United States 
w ill be inhabitated by a polyglot na­ 
tion of cosmopolitans. 
Census experts estimate that th** ur­ 
ban population of the United States 
w ill show an increase of 45 per cent 
in the past ten years. 
However, the 
returns are generally unsatisfactory.

While Universally There Has Been a 


Healthy Growth, in a Large Majority 


of Cities Exceeding Fifty Thousand 


the Rate of the Previous Decide H as 


Not Been Maintained— Four Cities 


Show Slight Falling Off in the Aver­ 


age Growth. 


Washington, 
Aug. 
29.— Careful 
though unofficial analysis of the re­ 
turns from the thirteenth census on 
cities thus far announced reveals the 
fact that the increased rate of urban 
growth for the past decade over that 
of 1890 to 1900 has been confined large­ 
ly to places having a population of 
less than 50,000. 
W hile universally 
there has been a healthy increase, in 
a large m ajority of cities exceeding 
50,000 the rate of the previous decade 
has not been maintained. 
In no in­ 
stance so far has an actual loss of 
population been shown. 
Up to date 
the population of sixty-three cities of 
more than 25,000 has been officially an­ 
nounced. 
Those are somewhat more 
than one-fourth of the estimated total 
number of such cities in the country, 
and presumably the figures on them 
are fairly indicative of the general ten­ 
dency. 
Of the announcements so far made 
four cover cities of more than 400,000 
people. 
They are: 
St. 
Louis 
with 
687,029, or an Increase of 19 4 per 
cent as compared with an increase of 
27.3 per cent as shown by the census 
of 1900 for the previous ten years; 
Pittsburg with 533,905, or an increase 
of 18.2 per cent as against an increase 
in 1900 of 31.3 per cent; Buffalo with 
423,715, an increase of 2*> 2 per cent as 
compared with 37.8 per cent as com­ 
pared with 37.8 per cent in 1900, and 
Detroit with 465,766, an increase of 63 
per ceint as compared with 38.8 per 
i cent ten years ago. 


Nine Show Better Average.

i shown for nine cities whose popula- 
! tion ranges between 200,000 and 400,- 
000. 
These are: Denver with 213.381; St. 
Paul. 
214,744; 
Providence, 
224,326; 
Newark, 347,469; Cincinnati, 364,463; 
Milwaukee, 373,857. 
For this group 
the average growth amounted to 33.8 
as compared with an increase of 26 
per cent in the 1890-1900 epoch. 
If only four cities between 300,000 
and 400,000, Washington. Milwaukee, 
Newark and Cincinnati, are consid­ 
ered, there is a slight falling off in 
the average growth. 
The ten cities of between 100,000 
and 200,000 are favorable to the 1890- 
1900 period to the extent of almost 4 
per cent, the average for 1900 being 
35.7 per cent and that for 1900 32 per 
cent; 
but notwithstanding this gen­ 
eral falling off, the rate of growth 
was unanimous in this than in any 
other class. 
The advantage was also with 1900 
in the twenty-one places of from 50,- 
000 to 100,OOO, the average gain being 
41.6 per cent as against 39.9 in 1910. 
In the 25,000 to 50,000 grade the 
showing is altogether in favor of the 
last census.

wealths W here W idow s’ Incomes Are 


Not Harassed. 


Widows are leaving Iowa, a n d spin­ 
sters are rejoicing at the prospect of 
the state becoming widowless. 
Spin­ 
sters 
who 
had 
ab andoned 
hope of 
marital felicity are manifestly perking 
up. 
The day is not yet lost. 
T he reason for it nil is not t h a t men 
d o n ’t die nor the divorce mills fail to 
frind, but because n heavy penalty de­ 
volves upon the Iowa w om an w ho once 
has entered the realm of matri mon y 
and strives a fte rw a rd to live with­ 
out It. 
It is all because of the hateful tax 
law, which decrees that widows must 
pay a 2 per cent tax on nil th e moneys 
and credits left th em by the last will 
and tes ta m en t of the late deceased. 
It has l»eeu figured out th a t tit the 
present rate of d ep artu re o f widows 
from the stat** it will be hut a few- 
short years until Iowa has no c h a r m ­ 
ing widows. 


L a w C o n s i d e r e d U n j u s t . 
Yet when one stops to think that 
the widow who Is left a small for tune 
by th** will o f her husband is com­ 
pelled to pay a 2 per cent tax on that 
fortune, which Is often Just enough to 
carry her in comfort to the end of her 
days, while rich men who kno w all \ 
the trie Im and devices of tax do dging i 
and who invest their moneys outside 
of the state ('scape the law, 
there 
comes a feeling to them th a t possibly 
th© law is unjust. 
The question has a Ananda I side as 
well, a phase which actually n ffe d s 
interest rates. 
Most of those widow s 
who are left money in nnv a m o u n t 
usually lend It out on good fa rm mort­ 
gages. 
When they discover th at while 
they are lending th e money at a small 
rate of interest they must pay 2 per 
cent of It bm k in taxes they begin to 
get wise and either send the money out 
of the state for Investment or remove 
from the sta te to those st ates w here 
no such law is on th e statu te books. 


Increases Interest Rates. 
Their removal or the investm ent o u t­ 
side of th e stale reduces the loan co m ­ 
petition, an d the result Is th a t interest 
rates adva nce because there is not tile 
money to lend th a t there w a s when 
this money was kept in th e state aud 
loaned out. 
An interesting case In point is that 
of a Cedar Rapids widow who w as left 
moneys a n d cr<*dlts to the ntnouut of 
$185,000. 
She liked Cedar R a p id s and 
had hoped 
to spend her remaining 
days In the old home there, enjoying 
the income from her little fortune. 
But she w as a practical w o m a n as 
well, and when at the end of th e first 
year sin* found that she m ust pay a 2 
per cent tax on her little fortu ne she 
simply pulled up stakes anil w en t to 
New 
York city. never to return to 
Iowa to live. 
The case is but one of dozens which 
occur everv year.
